Vandals Witn ne Apparent Motive 
Play Havoc at Nlgtlt 

Parts France.—A hundred and nine¬ 
teen graves In the cemetery of Lev 
allols-Perret, a populous -workiug-ehus 
district of Paris, were found desecrat¬ 
ed recently. 

During the night tombstones and 
monuments had been thrown flow- 
and water taps turned on so aa Hood 
the vaults and tear up the earth amt 
pathways. At least five or six men 
had been at work, and they hud dune 
their task with extreme violence, us-, 
lug ropes to overturn the large monu¬ 
mental structures, often miniature 
chapels, beautifully decorated Inside 
Marble crosses were smashed. Iron 
doors torn from their hinges, and col¬ 
umns thrown down. In some cases 
the’ stone coverings had been removed 
so as to expose the coffins. Cypress 
trees and shrubs had been pulled 
up and cast on the wreckage. 

No motive has been suggested for 
the outrage, except that of sabotage 
by anarchists. None of the'valuable 
objects which might have been stolen 
was taken away. Finger prints on 
wreathes will be UBed for purposes of 
detection.

Tile pieces of eight and l lie doubloon 
are indissolubly united with tbe tradl 
tions of tbe tipunlsh main and the old 
buccaneers. Pieces of elglit were more 
properly called plaster* — from the 
Greek and I^itin, emplastron. "a plan 
ter:” In the Romance languages, “any 
thing spread out or tint, as a plate, s 
coin ” The ple«-e was sliver and worth 
about 81 Being divided Into eight sil¬ 
ver reals.

Doubloons were gold pieces, original- 
!y double the value of e pistole, and fer 
merly coined iu Spain and Spanish 
America.

MacBETH 


(Leading Criminal Barrister Shows 
How he Would Have Defended 
Her on Trial 

Paris, France.— M. Henri Robert, 
(the lending French criminal barrister, 
held enthralled a distinguished gather¬ 
ing at the Universltle des Annales, 
as he showed how he would have de¬ 
fended Lady Macbeth. 

In his Impassioned defense of the 
graglc queen, M. Robert said she was 
not the shrew she was sometimes 
yainted. Her husband, whom sho 
Joved dearly, was always absent on 
warlike expedition's. When he re¬ 
turned for a brief spell he spent his 
stays hunting and hie nights In the

Christ, and He condescends to dwelt 
in us and abide with us and reveat 
Christ to us and through us. In 
Noah and the story of the ark We see- 
perfect obedience, for he did accord¬ 
ing to aU that God commanded him 
(chapters v|, 22; vil, 5). 

The Lord called h'm In anrl shut 
him In, and.although the waters were 
dried up from off the earth In a tittle 
less than eleven months from the 
time that Noah entered the ark, ha did 
not leave the ark until fully twelve 
months and seventeen days had 
passed (chapters vli, ‘10, ' . and vlli 
13, 14). and then not until God spake 
unto him, saying: Go forth from the 
ark (vlll, 16,1W. A life of obedience 
to the word of God and rest in the 
will of God is possible to every true 
child of God. Notice Noah’s altar 
uiitO'the Lord and his burnt offering 
and the Lord's acceptance of It. He 
was the laird's own, of the line of 
Abel, truly redeemed, seeing h!s own 
slnfulnees and trusting In redemption 
and acceptance only by the blood of 
the sacrifice. He was an heir of the 
righteousness which is by faith and 
by hie faith and obedience condemne’d 
the world (Heb| xl, 7). The world 
does not like to be condemned. 

In chapter ix, 1, 7, we see, as arery- 
Where. that the blessing of the Lord 
meant fruitfulness, multiplication and 
abundance. 1 am often reminded of 
Prov. x. 22, R.V., “The blessing of 
the Lord mnketh rich, and toll addeth 
nothing thereto.” As In salvation, 
so In service, all must be of the Lord, 
and apart from Him all is vain, use¬ 
less, nothing. This Is the first time 
that we find an altar mentioned In 
the Bible, but the first sacrifice is seen 
in Gen. II, 21. Both altar and sac¬ 
rifice point on to Golgotha, where by 
the sacrifice of Himself He purged 
our sins (Heb. 1, 3; lx. 11-14). 

In this record of the deluge and In 
connection with the ark we have the 
first mention of a covenant (vi.

On 
the same line of thought He says to 
Israel:-’’Put me In remembrancei-Met 
us plead together" (Isa. xllt, 26). The 
rainbow is mentioned in the Bible on 
Just four different occasions, here and 
in Ezek. i. Rev. Iv and x. and four 
is the gTeat world number. 

In Rev. iv. It is a green rainbow, 
which is very suggestive for several 
reasons, one being that green Is 
earth's prominent color, and He, Is 
there seen taking possession of the 
earth in connection with a purification 
bv judgment. fteter tells us tbat as 
water the world that now is. Is reserv¬ 
ed Into fire, but we look for new heav¬ 
ens and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness (II Pet.
